NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


A VISITING COMMITTEE OF LADIES. 

An eminently practical suggestion was made, at the annual meeting of the 
governors and subscribers of the Board of Guardians, by Mr. Arthur J. Waley, 
Indeed, the idea of inviting a number of ladies to form part of the Visiting 
Committee is likely to be so beneficial and productive of good, that it is some- 
what surprising that the idea should not previously, during the twenty years of 
the Board’s existence, have occurred to one of its members. The real function 
of the visitors attached to the Board, is that of Amateur Investigating Officers, 
and ladies will, probably, prove more efficient in this respect than men. The 
delicate tact which is characteristic of the refined lady is certain to elicit fuller 
information thau the more direct questions of the rougher sex, and the know- 
ledge of domestic affairs which is at the disposal of a lady, enables her io 
estimate with greater precision the wants of a houschold. That ladies should 
assume charitable duties is, of eourse, no new thing amongst us. The Ladies’ 
Loan and Benevolent Society is a Board of Guardians on a small scale, and ig 
excellently administered. As a matter of fact, its loans are granted with an 
amount of discrimination that renders loss a rare occurrence, and the close 
personal attention that is given to individual cases is remarkable. To many of 
our institutions Ladies’ Committees are useful adjuncte, although, strange as it 
may appear, they are not always successful in housekeeping on the scale 
required by large charitable establishments. A recent correspondence in our 
columns has tended to prove the fact that many ladies of the community do 
not find themselves overburdened with occupation. It is pre-eminently the 
Right of Woman to minister to the sick and suffering, and to seek out the poor at 
their homes. The new field which it is proposed that the Board of Guardians 
shall open to them will, however, merely, in the first instance, give opportunity 
for concentrating the energies of those benevolent ladies who have, for many 
years past, unofficially performed this duty. It is a popular delusion that ladies 
are more easily affected by sentimental considerations, as regards charity, than 
men. On the contrary, they are far less likely to be gushing and to yield 
readily to a piteous, but ill-founded, appeal. Having more time at their 
disposal, they sift matters more closely, and go more deeply into details. The 
only argument against the proposed plan is the fact that the Workrooms 
Department of the Board, the Committee for conducting which is mainly 


composed of ladies, is by no means a success. But this is scarcely a cognate 


case. No responsibility is involved in the mere visiting of the poor beyond the 
Report to the Relief Committee, and, to a certain extent, the giving of assistance 
in the shape of the collection of funds, for specially deserving cases, from 


. extraneous sources. Nor is the failure of the Workrooms entirely to be attri- 


buted, as we pointed out last week, to its administrators. The want of interest 
manifested by the public relieves the Committee from any charge of neglect of 
duty. It would be well if this measure should lead to the fusion of the Ladies’ 
Loan and Benevolent Society with the Board, to which it has similar objects. 
The separation of the sexes in synagogue need not be carried out in all communal 
matters, and nothing is more desirable than that men and women should work. 
harmoniously together in the sacred cause of charity. Amongst other com- 
munities, lady-visitors are regularly organised into Committees, and are found to 


‘ be of the highest utility. The Board should take immediate steps for carrying 


Mr. Waley’s suggestion into effect. 


THE BEDFORD SCHOOLS. 

Many persons will remember that Mr. Lissack, a well-known and respected 
inhabitant of Bedford, has been endeavouring for some years to secure for 
Jewish children admission to the Bedford Schools on such conditions as would 
not interfere with their religious observances. More than a year ago we 
announced the fact that (he Governors of the Harpur’s Trust had decided that 
Jewish children attending these Schools should be allowed to absent themselves 
on Sabbaths and [Festivals on previously obtaining the permission of the Head- - 
Master of the School. This decision, which practically gave to the Jews all that 
they required, did not, however; satisfy Mr. Lissack and several of his liberal 
friende, who very justly thought that the permission ought not to be dependent 
on the will of a head-master, but that 1aembera of all denominations ought to 
share the right of exemption from attendance at school on all days which were 
regarded by them as sacred. As one of the Governors aptly remarked, “ A right 
ceases to be a right when it is at the option of another ;” and it is gratifying to 
us to know that the supporters of the great principle of religious equality have at 
length gained the point for which they have so long and so energetically con- 
tended. By a recent resolution of the Governors, it is decreed, ‘That a boy 
shall be excused from attending school on any day exclusively set apart for 
religious gbservance by the religious body to which his parent belongs, on seven 
days’ notice being given to the head-master.” This resolution definitely settles 
the question, and at once opens these Schools to the children of parents of all 
religious denominations. ‘The Schools are in a very flourishing condition, and it 
will be the fault of the Jews themselves, if they do not avail themselves of the 
opportunity now offered to them of obtaining a thoroughly sound and cheap 
education for their children. Only last summer the Modern School, under the 
able direction of the Rev. Mr. Poole, formerly Head-Master of the Modern Side 
at Clifton, was carefully examined under the direction of the University of 
London by the Rev. Philip Magnus, in conjunction with Mr. C. P. Mason, the 
well-known Grammarian. From the noticee that have appeared in the 
Bedfordshire Mercury and other local papers, we are able to state that the School 
is thoroughly well organised, that its masters are sound and efficient teachers, 
an that tho boys receive there a good modern and scientific education, All the

arrangements for teaching are of the very best kind, and the pride which the : 
townspeople take in their Schools is fully justified by the time and attention 
which the Governors devote to their duties, and by the ability with which the 
Head-Master and his assistants carry on their work. From the proceeds of the 
Harpur funds, a High School and a Modern School for Girls will shortly be 
established. These Schools are about to be built at a very considerable cost, and 
no expense will be spared to render them in every way adapted to the present 
larger wants of girls’ education. Apropos of the discussion which has recently 
taken place in these columns, with respect to the higher education of women, it 
is satisfactory to note that in the plana for the girls’ schools, arrangements have 
been made for the teaching of the very useful and necessary art of cooking, 
which fact may serve to show that the advocates of the higher education of 
girls are not indifferent to the claims of domesticity. For the concessions thus 
liberally granted by the Governors of the Harpur Trust we Jews are very grate- 
ful. It is unsatisfactory, however, to know that at present there seems to be 
little chance that advantage will be taken of this concession. It so happens 
that there very few Jewish inhabitants of Bedford, and we have not heard 
of one Jewish child attending these Schools. The proximity of Bedford 
to London, its healthy situation and the manifest advantages which are offered 
by the existence of these Schools may induce Jewish parents of moderate 
means, who desire to give their boys and girls a thoroughly good education, to 
reside there themselves, or possibly to establish there a Jewish gentleman who 
should open a boarding-house, such as now exists at Clifton. Parents are often 
puzzled to know where to educate their children: we are glad, therefore, to 
avail ourselves of the opportunity afforded by the recent action of the Bedford 
Governors, to bring the advantages of these Schools prominently under their 
notice. 


ROU MANIA. 
[REUTER’S TELEGRAM. ] 
: BUCHAREST, MARCH 23, 
The Bill revising Article 7 of the Constitation has passed both Houses of 
the Roumanian Legislature by immense majorities. 
During the debate in the Senate, a motion which aimed at a coalition of all 


shades of the Opposition, in order to overthrow the Ministry, was rejected by 
35 votes against 17. 


Though the recognition of Roumanian independence cannot be granted. by the 
European Powers without the previous fulfilment of the stipulation made by the Ber- 
lin Congress for the political equality of the Israelite citizens of Moldo-Wallachia. the 
Chamber at Bucharest has gone through a heated four days’ debate before arriving 
even at a preparatory resolution in favour of the simple measure in question. By 71 
votes against 19 the resolution, which simply declares that Art. VII. of the Constitu- 
tion requires a modification, was at last adopted. We have yet to see how the Bratiano 
Ministry will in reality carry out the emancipation of the Jews. Meanwhile we learn 
that Russian agents are busily at work, especially in Moldavia, for the purpose of egg- 
ing on the populace against the much persecuted adherents of the Mosaic faith. The 
parole is, that “the country must not be allowed to be converted into a second Pales- 
tine.’ It will be recollected that at the Berlin Congress Prince Gortschakoff exerted 
himself for some time to oppose the proposal for the emancipation of the Jews. whilst 
the German, French, Italian and English representatives upheld and finally carried it, 
in spite of the speeches-of the Russian Envoy. This fact was at the time quite slurred 
over in the Russophile Press of this country. In fighting against the equality of rights 
of the Israelite population in Roumania and Servia the Government of St. Petersbure 
fights for the maintenance of its own persecuting policy. Here we see one of the 
beautiful fruits of that war of deliverance which the generous, humane, and liberal 
Czar waged against Turkey in the name of the orthodox Greek religion. In Russia 
itself some most remarkable cases of enlightenment are to be noted. After the recent 
burning of a poor old woman as a “witch” by a set of brutish villagers, we now hear 
of the arrest of eight Israelite citizens of Satschkeri, under a charge of having decoyed 
and murdered a Christian girl for the sake of using her blood for Passover cakes ! 
Though the physician of the Court of Justice which ordered this medizval inquiry, 
gave his opinion in writing that the girl had died in consequence of an inundation. 
and though other medical men subsequently stated once more that no murder had been 
committed, the imprisoned men have not been liberated. Such is the state of things 
in Russia in this latter part of the nineteenth century. A good “ atrocity” case for 
Mr. Gladstone.—Fzaminer,

THE BRITISH GOVERNMENT AND THE JEWISH QUESTION IN 
ROUMANIA. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sin.—After the violent and virulent attack on me in the last number of the 
Jewish World, I dare not hope that the Editor of that paper will give insertion 
to any letter of mine. I therefore ask your courtesy to find epace for the fol- 
lowing explanation of what caused this fierce anger against me. I had thought 
that the letter of Lord Salisbury, and the equally emphatic declaration of the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, free as they were from any circumlocution, and 
stating in clear and unmistakable language the determination of the British 
Goveroment to see justice done to the Jews befure acknowledging the independ- 
ence of Roumania, would have carried conviction to every one and filled every 
Jewish heart with gratitude for such action. But it was not so; a few days 
after a leader appeared in the Jewish World throwing doubt upon the sincerity 
of Government, and publishing extracts from a letter on the subject addressed 
by the Editor to Lord Salisbury, containing three questions which, under the 
circuwstaucee, would have been insulting as between one gentleman and another, 
but were doubly so as from an individual or a body of individuals to a Govern- 
ment. If any of us had made an unequivocal declaration like the one in question 
we should have felt it an insult to be asked to repeat our declaration and to 
answer a string of categorical questions which might have been put by an advo- 
cate desirous of bullying a witness under examination,:but were certainly not 


such as should have been addressed to any Goverament, particularly when that 


Government has acted in the noble way ours has done. There was a time when 
it may have been thought that the Board of Deputies represented only a portion 
of the Jewish community, but thie could not be the case in the present instance, 
when that body acted conjointly with the Anglo-Jewish Association, and when 
that action, moreover, was backed by Mr. Serjeant Simon io the House of 
Commous. It was wrong, therefore, and compromising to the Jews, for any 
individual to step forward in their name and to address to Government a letter 
which I consider ucb«coming and unseemly in the highest degree (1 did not say, 
as reported in the article in. question, “ un-Jewish,” for that would have been 
absurd in the extreme). I had, and have, no wish to “muzzle the Press,’ 
for I consider that to it we owe all our liberties. I wished simply to protest 
against such action being considered as emanating from the Jews, and I will 
venture to say that if they were canvassed man by man they would say that 
they feel deeply grateful to Goverament, and truly pained that such action 
should have been taken by one who did not write in his tadividual capaci. y but 
ventured to do it in their name.

THE JEWS IN’ RUSSIA. 
fO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISIL CHRONICLE.” 

Sir,—The Berlin Plenipotentiaries have interfered in behalf of the Rou- 
manian Jews, and have thus viadicated the rights of religious liberty. Not a 
word was said about the three million Russian Jews. The Berlin programme 
did not extend so far. And yet the Jews of Russia represent three-fifths of the 


_ Hebrew race, and their life is rendered well-nigh ii.tolerable by the oppression 


of their Russian fellow-subjects. 

The Russian Jewish question being one not of religious liberty, but cf social 
and economic life, cannot fail to interest English Jews and English philanthropic 
societies. | 

As a Russian Jew, permit me, Sir, to say a word in behalf of my Russian 
coreligionists. 

The long-standing persecution of Jews by Christians has kept the former 
from the ownership of Jand, and bas driven them for a living into pettifoggiog 
jobbery. Hence the wrath of the Russian peasant, who looks. on the Jew as on 
a heartless leech that sucks the life-blood of his scanty earnings. For no fault 
of his, the Russian Jew is rather a consumer than a producer, and the Russian 
peasant will show no mercy to him who is not, like himself, a producing agricul- 
turist. But how is the poverty-stricken Russian Jew to bay land? Let bis 
European well-wisher answer that, or let me tell how he way help his friend. 

In October last, I appliei to M. Ciémieux, President of the Universal 
Jewish Alliance in Paris, aud suggested to him the following plan, which was 
warmly welcomed, but which has hitherto come to nothing. 1 beg now to lay 
the same before my sympathetic coreligionists of England. hee 

Let the Jewish Alliance bay up 200,000 French hectares of Russian land, a 
settlement fur 10,000 Jewish families. According to the present price of Russian 
land, the Alliance would have to pay 18 millious of francs for the settlement. 
That sum to be defrayed in 25 years’ time, according to a bill of exchange 
offered to the Russian Government through the agency of pome great bauking 
firm. 

Twelve willion franca more to be found by the Alliance for working 
expenses; at the rate, say, of 1.200 francs per family. The above twelve 
million of francs to be covered by a loan guaranteed by the purchassd land. 
The Jewish agriculturists should gradually buy up their own land, and thus 
enable the Alliance to cancel their own obligations. The Jand purchase meu- 
tioned in Article 6 should be carried out on the same principle as that whica 
allows land redemption by Russian emancipated serfs. ; 

The Russian Jews look to their English coreligionists as having both the 
means and the will to belp them. : 

One word more to meet a main objection. People say husbandry 1s cou- 
trary to Jewish instincts. I may say, in reply, that being the owner of a model 
farm near Odessa, founded to promote usy philanthropic end, Jews tloucked to my 
request, and have turned out the most able and industrious husbandmen,

JUDAISM AND THEISM. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE” | 
Sir,—It is not to be supposed that your rumerous ani! widely -scattered 
readers, both Jew and Gentile, should regard every communication Which 
appears in your culumns froin the sare view-pelnt. I felt fiom the 
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first time of writing to you that misconceptions would arise in the minds of —* 
with respect to my somewhat anomalous position and peculiar aims. Nor do. 
expect to remove all those very natural misconceptions by just saying a few 
words in the way of explanation to your correspondent “ Englishman. 

This gentleman thinks my letters “savour of a desire to pull down the 
statue of Judaism from its time-honoured pinnacle to a level of modern con- 
venience.” Nothing can well bo further from my actual aims: it has never 
been my wish to degrade Judaism, but to assist in its exaltation. The good 
“statue” is evidently suffering from neglect ; it seems to me in much ‘such an 
unkempt condition as a certain smoke-grimed and moss-grown statue In Leicester 
Square appeered a few yearsago. “ Englishman” himeclf admits that many 
“ parasitical ceremonies cling to the simpie and graceful monument, and i 
cannot see how any harm can result from our helping Jewish reformers to 
remove these disfigurements and reveal once more to the world all its pristine 
beauty, so that those who have been accustomed to pass by and make disparag- 
ing remarks, shall stay and regard it with admiration. : ; 

I have ever been a unionist, not a divisionist, and quite agree with your 
correspondent that “there is no need for the creation of new sects ;’ what I 
really want is an alliance. He assures me that the synagoguc is open to any 
man, and that I am quite free to go and worship there without becoming a * Prose- 
lyte of the Gate.’ Of this I am well aware, and some years ago actually availed 
myself of the privilege occasionally when I lived at a convenient distance from 
a synagogue, and had the Hebrew service kindly explained to me by some 
Jewish friends. The fact is, I believe that a good man may worship God 
sincerely in any society or any solitude in which circumstances have thrown him, 
that he may even join an assembly of idolaters without partaking of their 
idolatry ; and, if religion were merely an individual concern for every one of us, 


would give myself no trouble whatever about the future of Judaism and a 


Jewish and Gentile alliance. But I am compelled to feel some interest in the 
weil-being of my countrymen; 1 cannot shat my eyes to the drift of modern 
thought and its impending consequences, I know that there are thousands of 
intelligent persone around me abandoning Christianity and lapsing into irreligion 
aud atheisin; and, as many of these wanderers yearn for religious fellowship 
and sympathy and might be made happy inthe enjoyment of a pure and rational 
faith, a great responsibility rests on those who are able to direct them to its 
attainment, and I will not shirk my share of that responsibility. ‘“‘ Eng!ishman ” 
perhaps imagines that Jews have nothing to do in this wide world but just to 
study Jewish interests and religiously take care of themselves : I believe that 
when delivered from persecution they have got a great and noble mission to 
faltil in the enlightenment of their Gentile neighbours, and are destined to 
become a blessing to all nations and races of the earth.

MEDICAL TREATMENT OF THE JEWISH POOR. 
TO THE EDITOR OF TUE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sirn,—I have read the letter of your correspondent, “I. D.,” several times, 
and am still in doubt as to whether he is in earnest, or whether his communica- 
tion is not a grim satire on the arrangements for medical relief hitherto carried 
out by the Board of Guardians. I will assume the former. 

“1, DJs” arcaments amount to this—that Jews are ‘different from their 
brethren in constitution, in diet, and in language, and that their peculiarities in 
those three respects can be understood by a Jewish doctor only. Now it is 
notorious that this argument is not borne oat by the sense and experience of the 
community, The well-to-do among us have no scruple whatever in committing 
themselves and their families to the care of non-Jewish medical men: and | 
have to learn that the poor should be placed in a different position. The fact 
that Jewish women are, in Scripture phrase, “ more lively * than other women, 
that Jews are sober, are as a rule well-fed, and are long-lived, is of the highest 
interest for the vital-statistician, but is no factor in the question under discussion. 

Nor need any fear be felt as to the “‘ inconvenience that will result from 
the doctor not knowing the peculiar habits and ways of speech of his patients,” 
Notonously for years past the bulk of the work of attending the Jewish poor 
has been confided, apparently with the consent of the Board, to a non-Jew, 
utterly ignorant not only of their “ peculiar habits and ways of speech,” but of 
the physiological and dietetical peculiarities on which “1. D.” lays so much. 
stress ; and although, as 1 am given to understand, the “ specially experienced 
assistant” has been changed six or eight times in the course of the last eighteen 
months, we have it on the authority of the Chairman of the Medical Committee 
that no complaint has been made by the poor on that account. 

The “opihion of the poor themeelves” has already been expressed in the 
most unmistakeable manner. Ina list of 400 members of a medical club, the 
subscription to which is one penny per week, the Secretary of the Board of 
Guardians found that no fewer than éwo-thirds are persons whose names are on 
the registers of the Board, entitled to, but not caring to avail themselves of, 
“the extra sympathy and special attention of the surgeon to the Board and his 
assistant.” So long ago as 1873 the Board of Guardians adopted a report from 
their Medical Committee which showed that the attendances of poor Jews at the 
Metropolitan Free Hospital, the Eastern Dispensary of the German Hospital, and 
the Leman Street Dispensary, all within five minutes’ walk of the Dispensary of 
the Board of Guardians, amounted in 1872 to the enormous aggregate of over 
fifty thousand, exclusive of the large attendances at the London and German 
Hospitals, &c. Iventure to think, therefore, that “I. D's” vaticinations may 
be disregarded, and that we may await witlr perfect equanimity the report of 
the Board at the expiration of the six months during which the change will 
tentatively be made,—Yours obediently, P. 1.8.

Sizn,—Your correspondent “ I, D.” has with much force pointed out one 
great drawback that will follow the action rather hurriedly taken by the Board 
of Guardians with respect to an important change in the arrangements hitherto 
existing for the medical treatment of the Jewish poor. Allow me, Sir, to point 
out another drawback, which, although apparentiy involving merely sentimental 
objections, will yet help to place our poor at a very serious disadvantage. One 
important fact distinguishing the abolition of the out-door medical department 
of the Board and the attendance of a Jewish medical officer at the bomes of our 


poor appears to have been lost sight of. The number of non-parochial dispen- | 


saries to which our poor can resort prevent them from the necessity of applying 
to the parish medical officer for attention. But, no such extra- parochial machinery 
exists for the attendance of a medical officer at the homes of the poor. Our poor 
will therefore be compelled to seek the services of the parish doctor and be 
thereby branded as poupers. We know the shifts the poor will make to avoid 
_ taking parish relief, and among the Jewish poor this repugnance is even greater, 
lam informed that the medical officer is only empowered to pay one visit 


without an order from the workhouse. For subsequent visits a distinct app 
tion has, I am told, to be made to the parochial guardians. 

The subject should have been more carefully aud maturely considered than 
it has apparently been by the Jewish Board of Guardians, to which [ have for

THE SHECHITA BOARD AND ITS NEW REGULATIONS. 
TO THE EDITOR uF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE,” 

Sir.—I have no wish to occupy your valuable s with any personal stato. 
ment, but as Iam charged with exceeding my duty, 1] am compelled to ask your 
indulgence, 

in the office which I have the honour to hold, certain duties and instructions 
are imposed upon me, which meet with obstruction from those interested in evadin 
them. In reference to Mr. Israel's complaint, I will trouble you with the followin 
adiitional facts. From the returns of the Shochetim during the previous week, no 
goslings or ducks had been killel by them for Mr. Israel since Friday, the 7th, Op 
Sunday, the 16th March, 1 saw two goslings and a duck at Mr, Israel's shop, lying 
on the shelf near the door, evidently exposed for sale. I went immediately to the 
Shochetim to ascertain whether any omission had been made by them in the returns 
furnished me, Being assured by them that their returns were correct, | went back 
with one of them to itr, Israel's shop. This was about 1 p.m. The door was opened 
for me by some person, and finding that if the birds had been killed by the Shochetim 
it must have been ten days since, it became my duty to affix seals to them. I saw Mr, 
Israel soon after 6 o'clock on the following morning in the market, and asked him 
for an explanation, and he curtly refused to give me any, I had, therefore, no 


lica- 


alternative but to place a Shochet in his shop, until the matter was investigated by - 


the “Beth Din.” Upon Mr. Israel's explanation that the birds were to be sent to 
market for sale, which he might previously have told me, the Ecclesiastical Board 
cautioned him as to his future conduct, and warned him not again to infringe any

Str,—I trust you will pardon me for again trespassing on your valuable space, 
but the remarks in your last week's issue from Mr, Samuel Montagu require a reply, 
In the first place, itseems that Mr. Montagu objects to grievances being made known 
through the press, and we are told we should communicate with the Shechita Board, 
The first question | should hke to ask is, who constitute the Shechita Board and 
when do they meet? Are they always in attendance to remedy at once what is 
necessary’ Why should there be an objection to making known through the press 
anything that is injurious to.the community? Would it not be a mockery to apply 
to the Shechita Board when they, or some of them, have been the cause of cuch 
complaints? What I proposed in my last was, that a meeting of the Board should 
be convened before the ensuing holydays, but it seems they are determined to 
experimentalise their plan, nothwithstanding the great inconvenience that must 
ensue, both to the public at large and the trade in general. Referring to Mr, 
Montagu’'s statement that my complaints were entirely groundless, | must express 
my surprise at his saying so, for I still maintain they are facts, and, surely, it was 
the Secretary's duty to acquaint him with them, and I can positively assert that 
almost every day under these new regulations brings trouble. For instance, last 
Sunday week, the ticket-seller was detained by Mr. Harris, the Secretary, at his own 
house till 11 o'clock, and several people had to wait with their live poultry till then, 
as the Shochetim were not empowered to kill them until they could procure tickets, 
Is this what Mr. Montagu calls beneficial to the public? Again, this Sunday thfee 
poulterers were kept waiting full three quarters of an hour before they could get a 
Shochet, for the simple treason that the Secretary sent for one and kept him at his 
house all that time, and the other Shochet could not leave the slaughter-yard till he 
arrived, Is this what Mr. Montagu calls obtaining the services of a Shochet imme- 
diately upon applying at the yard ' 

Let us now consider the reason .Mr. Montagu gives for these new regulations. 
Ilis defence is, last 5°' “Pa disorderly mob broke down the partition ‘in the slaugliter- 
yard, stopping the work of the Shochetim, everybody clamouring for precedence. 
Assuming such was the case, was it necessary to revolutionise the whole trae all 
the year round for that one day? I would compliment him greatly if his ticket 
system will improve the working of the Shechita on that special day, of which I 
have a great doubt, because he ought to know that the public on that day have fowls 
killed for N)153, and it is customary to have them killed as early in the morning as 
possible, hence the rush. 

And in regard to the Secretary's testimonial, I could say something about that, 
though, perhaps, it is better unsaid at present. I have no doubt these new regula- 
tions may work well for the Whitechapel Market, simply because one of the carcass 
butchers isa member of the Sub-Committee of the Board who framed these new 
laws, and, as a matter of course, he enlightened them on the working of the market; 
but, was there anyone there who understood the working of the poultry-trade’ | | 
can answer in the negative ; therefore, my demand that a meeting of the Board be 
called at once to reconsider the whole plan, is only a just one, Referring to the 
statement that the defect caused by the change of the system regulating the poultry- 
slaying had been deait with, | suppose Mr. Montagu means that tickets may be 
had at a depot directly opposite the killing-place after the specified time, and then 
the Shochet will kill the fowl at his own house, Now, is it common sense to believe 
that a Shochet will remain at home till ten or eleven at night to kill a stray bird? 
For whose benefit should he do so? Who pays him for it? Surely, this state of things 
must not continue in this advanced age, untess it is desired to drive the whole com- 
munity away from Judaism. And, in conclusion, if the Shechita Board intend to 
have the direct supervision of the slaying of poultry, se as to improve matters, it 
would then be the duty of everyone to support them, and this undoubtedly would have 
been the result if they had satisfied everyone concerned, Again apologising for the

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BOARD OF GUARDIANS. 
[COMMUNICATED. ] 


The ordinary monthly meeting of the Board was held on Monday evening 
Jast, under the chairmanship of the Prestpent, Mr. Lionel L. Cohen. A letter 
was read from the Council of the United Synagogue, stating that certain gentle- 
men had been appointed as a Sub-Committee to confer with the Board as to the 
steps to be taken to lessen the number of Charity funerals, which seemed to be 

reatly in excess of the actual poverty of the Congregation. The President, 
ifr. S. Montagu, Mr. C. Davis, and Mr. David’ Hyam were appointed to meet 
the delegates of the United Synagogue in conference. 

The following resolution, sent down from the general meeting, was referred 
to the Visiting Committee, with the addition that the Board would not offer any 
objection, should the Committee see their way, to carrying it into effect, and the 
suggestion that the number of lady-visitors ve limited to six: “ That a system 
of Lady-visitors be grafted on to the Visiting Committee.” 

An amendment to the contrary effect was lost upon a division. 

A letter from the Council of the United Synagogue, conveying the sanction 
of that body to the proposed changes in the administration of Medical Relief, 
was read, and the following resolution, deferred from the previous meeting, was, 
consequently, passed ; ‘‘ That notice, in accordance with the agreement made on 
the engagement of the existing Medical Officer, be given to him of the termina- 
tion of his agreement." The Medical Committee was instructed to carry the 
resolutions of the Board into effect; and it was further ordered that notice be 


given to the landlord of the dispensary that the premises would no longer be 
required, |

STEPNEY JEWISH SCHOOLS, 


The annual meeting of the subscribers to the Stepney Jewish Schools was held 
on Sunday last at the Schools, 71, Stepney Green; Mr. M. N. ApLrEr, President, in 
the chair. 

Mr. Henry HyM Ans, the Hon. Sec., read the annual report and balance-sheet. 
The report states that the School still prospers, and that it is heartily appreciated. 
The success displayed by the pupils at recent examinations had obviated the necessity 
of expending a large sum in obtaining the services of a public examiner, the financial 
status of the institution requiring the exercise of the most rigid economy. The ex- 


- aminations showed that the high standard of the school had been maintained. and 


that the evening classes continued to do good work. Of four pupils presented at the 
Oxford Local Examination three passed, and six other scholars obtained certificates 
from the College of Preceptors. The Committee acknowledged the great care and 
attention bestowed on the school by the Ladies’ Committee as well as the excellent 
services of the teaching staff. The Committee had recently purchased an adjacent 
plot of ground at a cost of £1,600, in order to erect additional premises, and having 
appealed to the Jewish public, obtained in response about £2,000, which only left 
#400 available for building purposes. In conclusion, the report contains an earnest 
appeal for subscriptions and donations to carry on the work of the school. The 
balance-sheet shows that the total income amounted to £651 18s. 2d., which included 
#368 7s, Sd. from pupils’ fees, and £247 8s. from annual subscriptions. The expendi- 
ture (the principal item in which was £571 3s. for teachers’ salaries) amounted to 
£729 10s. ld. The property of the institution consists of the schoa]l buildings, 
invested funds worth £725 9s, 4d., and scholarships of 1,600 dollars and £200 respec- 
tively: . | 

‘The PRESIDENT, in moving the adoption of the report and balance-sheet, con- 
“lergensrgen the meeting on the successful results of the examinations, The pupils 

ad not only been examined in elementary subjects, but also in some others which 
showed that a high standard of education was established in the school. The pupils 
had specially distinguished themselves in constitutional history, mathematics and 
French. He had been assured by their excellent honorary secretary, who took such a 
lively interest in the school, and who specially devoted his attention to the Hebrew 
department, that the.scholars displayed a great knowledge of Hebrew and of religious 
subject. Referring to the enlargement of the schools, Mr. Adler remarked that not- 
withstanding that the appeal had been launched ata time of commercial gloom, the 
response, though not sutlicient, exceeded the expectations of the Committee. The 
Executive would at present remain contented with erecting premises to accommodate 
from 150 to 200 ‘additional pupils, trusting that the generosity of the public would 
enable them at a future time to carry out their original intention of makin g provi- 
sion for 600 new pupils. ‘The school occupied an exceptional position in the London 
Jewish community, for not only was it the only public Jewish school not under 
Government, but as the Jews’ College School. was about to be closed. it would. with 
the exception of the school in Red Lion Square, be the only Jewish school in the 
metropolis which afforded a middle-class education. With regard to the falling-off of 
the income of the school, the speaker said that this circumstance principally arose 
from the desire of the Committee not to press too hardly on the parents of pupils in 
Coney school fees. The number of free pupils, too, was larger than it had ever 

een. 

Mr. B. Kiscu, Chairman of the Education Committee, seconded the adoption of 
the report and balance-sheet. : 

After some remarks by Mr. L. L. ALEXANDER, on the small amount of annual 
subscriptions and donations to the school, and by Mr. HyMANs, who pointed out that 
the reluctance of new comers in the district to pay school fees arose from the fact 
that their children had formerly received a free education elsewhere, the report’ and 
balance-sheet were adopted. |

The annual Festival Dinner of the Metropolitan Free Hospital was held on 
Tuesday Jast, at the Freemasons’ Tavern, Great Queen Street, Baron Henry pe 
\ ORMS, in the Chair. There was a large gathering of the friends of the 
lustitution. 

_ The Carrman proposed, in felicitous terme, the loyal and patriotic toasts, 
Major Moss Derriss—who met with a hearty reception—responded to the toast 
of “Tbe Army, Navy and Auxiliary Forces.” Mr. Alderman ELtis proposed 
“The Health of the Ministers of All Denominations,” and coupled with the toast 
the names of the Rev. Dr. Finch and the Rev. A. L. Green, who responded. The 
Rev. A. L. Green, in the course of his remarks, said that in the alleviation of 
suffering, in endeavours to soothe the anguish of the sick and sorrowing, 
no differences of creed should be acknowledged, but all classes should unite ia 
assuaging the sufferings of their fellow-creatures. More especially was this 
obligation cast upon the clergy, whose duty was not only to bring man nearer to 
his God, but to draw man nearer to man. In the relief of the sick, particularly, 
should this unity be made manifest. There was no Christianity in a fractured 
arm, and no Judaism in a broken leg. All could fraternally meet in such a work 
as had brought the present company together, and all could find in it a common 
ground for the exercise of their sympathies apart from any thoughts of denomi- 
nationalism. The CHAIRMAN next proposed “The Houses of Parliament,” and, ia 
allusion to a reference made by a previous speaker to his candidature for a seat 
in Parliament, said, amid loud applause, that it was his highest ambition to 
represent the City of London in the House of Commons, and he confessed that 
he would use his utmost efforts to wia the confidence of his fellow-citizens, so 
that his aspirations might be fulfilled. The Common Serseant, Mr. W. T. 
Charley, M.P., responded to the toast. The CHairnman then proposed “The 
Corporation of the City of London,’ which was acknowledged by Ald. Sir Tos. 
Dakin. The toast of the evening, “Success and Prosperity to the Metro; olitan 
Free Hospital,’ was then given by the Cuarnman. He said there was no law 
so blessed as that which inculcated the duty of relieving the poor and the suffering. 
All present had at some period of their life experienced the anguish of physical 
suffering themselves, or had had some beloved relative stricken with illness, and 
if those sufferings had been great, notwithstanding the comforts of luxurious 
surroundings and the leving attention of relatives, how much more mnst those 
sufferings be keenly felt when accompanied by the pangs of poverty and the 
helplesanees of the poor family to alleviate them. On the present occasion he 
was pleading for an institution which e¢pened ite doors to all simply at the call 
of pain and poverty, and he hoped his appeal would not Be in vain. He hal 
had put into his hands that evening a letter forwarding a subscription to the 
Hospital from the poor children of the Jews’ Free School. He begged to remind 
those present that the children had received special attention from the Com- 
mittee, for a children’s Convalescent Ward would be a prominent feature of the 
new building. Baron de. Worms concluded his remarks with an eloquent and 
earnest appeal in behalf of the Hospital. ) 

Among the other toasts proposed was that of “Our Hebrew Iriends,” 
which was proposed by the Rev. Dr. Finca, who spoke in very appreciative 
terms of the generous support extended to the Hospital by the members of the 
Jewish community, and he specially referred to the warm interest taken in the 
institution by the Messrs Defriee. Mr. Coteman Derrigs, with whore name 
the toast was coupled, responded in suitable terms. The total amount of the 
collections, in aid of the Building Fuad and towards the general expenses of the 
Hospital, reached in the aggregate over £15,000, the lists of the Jewish 
stewards amounted to over £4,600, an unprecedently large collection. The 
largest lists were those of the Messrs. Defries.

MARRIAGE. WITH A DECEASED WIFE'S SISTER, 


Attuouan Sir Tuomas Cuampers again introduce] his Bill for the legalization 
of Marriage with a Deceased Wife's Sister during the present Session of Parlia- 
ment, by the forms of the Llouse it will not this yeat pass beyond the initial 
stage. We had no reason to anticipate a better fate for this renewed effort on 
the part of the learned Recorder than his previous attempts in the same direction 
have met with. The strong prejudice still existing in the minds of many 
members of the Legislature, more particularly of the Upper House, was certain 
to wreck the measure. And until that prejudice shall have yielded to the 
repeated onslaughts of logic, it is.idle to expect any other result. We know aot 
how long we shall have to wait for the victory which every lover of consistency 
aad common-sense so ardently desires. Prejadices die hard even in these days, 
and prejadices with which religion is mixed up die hardest of all. Atcd yet the 
opposition to the Bill may collapse at any moment. Every day the principle of 
the measure is accepted by the Jegislative body in yet another part of the 
QuéeEn’s dominions. And that the mother-country will, at no very remote period, 
be the only part of the British Empire in which Marriage with a Deceased 
Wife’s Sister is forbidden, 1s a prospect which may be sufliciently curious to 
make those who have hitherto objected to the removat of the prohibition, alter 
their minds on the subject. ae 

The position of the question is, ia the highest degree, anomalous. While 


Marriage with a Deceased Wife's Sister is absolutely illegal in England, lawyers 


in Scotland are unable to state decidedly whether it is or is not valid in that 
country. Throughout the Continent of Australia such marriages have been 
declared legal by the legislature. In the provinces of Quebec and Oatario they 
can be made valid by judicial decision, in Ceylon by special enactment, in the 
South African Colonies by dispensation from the Governor or Lieut.-Governor, 
as the case may be. The Legislature of Natal has recently, for the second time, 
passed a Bill, by a majority of 2 to 1, in favour of these marriages ; but Sir 
MicuakL Hicks-Beacu has refused to sanction it. 1a New Zealand, a similar 
Bill has passed the Lower House, but been thrown out by the Upper, though 
not from any opposition to the principle of the measure, but simply because 
the British House of Lords is opposed to it. In most of the other Colonies and 
Dependencies a marriage contracted with a Deceased Wife's Sister is valid until 
the Ecclesiastical Court pronounces it invalid. Aud as there is no Ecclesiastical 
Court in existence to do this, such a marriage is, to all intents and purposes, 
legal. It will hold good till the Greek Kalends. If it be for no other reason 
than to restore order where, at present, there is 80 much confusion, the Recorder's 
Bill ought to be passed unanimously. _ | 

That Marriage with a Deceased W.fe’s Sister should be either tolerated or 
positively sanctioned by law in so many parts of the Enpire proves conclusively 
that with minds free frou: prepossessions the arguments that may be adduced in 
support of the innovation are irresistible. Ladeed, its supporters are in the 
peculiar position of being unable to gain their point and yet of having no argu- 
ments worthy of the name to combat. One searches for the reasons upon which 
the opposition tu the repeal of the existing law upon the subject is based, but in 
vain. The phantom dissolves into air the moment the mind attempts to grasp 
it. If this is a source of strength for the advocates of the change it is, at the 
Bame time, a source of weakness. If old opinions survive in spite of there being 
no arguments to support them, it can only be prejudice that keeps them alive, 
And while arguments are the good, honest regulars that can be vanquished in a 
pitched battle, prejudices are franc-tireurs, that, however mischievous, are able 
to defy for a long time the strategy of the logician. Like VANDERDECKEN and 
similar heroes of mysterious romance, they allow you to fire at them, and then, 
when the smoke has cleared off, return you your bullet with the most provoking 
politeness. What can be urged against the legalization of these marriages ? 
The Scriptural argument was the favourite one for many years. We hardly 
think that even those who now bring it forward really. believe in its cogency. 
But in a desperate cause, n0 weapon is too old to be re-furbished, or too singular 


- to be pressed into service. When spears and swords are not forthcoming, people 


are reduced to the necessity of sharpening “‘ every man his share and his coulter, 
and his axe and his mattock.” Perhaps persons may still be found to quote the 


Levitical law, and to pretend that it forbids what it distinctly sanctione, It way _ 
still Le urged that the hackneyed passaye in Leviticus prohibits the taking of a— 


“wife to her sister,” in convenient forgetfulness of the fact that the prohibition 


is clearly declared to apply only to the wife's “ life-time,” and that its object is 
as distinctly affirmed to be to save the wife from being “ vexed” by her sister. 
if the passage requires any elucidation, which most minds will think it does not, 
it has been unequivocally explained by Jewish authorities, who may reasonably 
be supposed to know something about the meaning of the Hebrew text. They 
have distinctly pointed out that while the Scriptural probibition of a marriage with 
both mother and caughter always retained its force, aad prevented a widower from 
marrying his mother-in-law or his step-daughter at any time,the law as to marry- 
ing two sisters became null and void on the death of one of them. The two enact- 
ments rested on totally different foundations. The one prohibition originated 
in the close relationship by blood of the persons concerned ; the other was 
suggested by the domestic discord which is the almost constant result of 
polygamy, and was designed to prevent sisters from being estranged from each 
other by jealousy and ill-will. The Mosaic Law, then, as interpreted by Jewish 
authorities, far from being opposed to these marriages, distinctly allows them, 
And evidence to this effect was given by the Curer Ranpt some years ago before 
a Royal Commission on the Marriage Laws. But if the Pentateuch does not 
forbid Marriage with a Deceased Wife's Sister, Christian teaching is equally 
tolerant. The New Testament does not prohibit it ; the Patristic writers cannot 
be quoted in its condemnation. Even the United Presbyterian Presbytery of 
Edinburgh recently passed a resolution declaring that “ marriage with a deceased 
wife's sister, being a matter in regard to which the law of Curisr is a law of 
liberty,” ought no longer to be “ a bar to membership in the United Presbyterian 
Church.” That such a resolution should have been adopted by so conservative 
a body proves that there is nothing essentially Christian in the opposition to the 
legalization of these marriages, and, at the same time, is an encouraging indica- 
tion of the favourable change which popalar opinion on the sabject is undergoing, 


But if the opposition to the reform of the existing law is not based on either 
Mosaic or Christian precept, upon what principle is it founded ? An attempt is 
usually made to defend it on moral and social grounds. It may be said, for 
example, that if these marriages are legalized, a man will always be thinking of 
his sister-in-law as one who some day may become his wife. The position of 
the sister-in-law will thus become most disagreeable. The free intercourse with 
the members of her married sister's family which she at present enjoys will have 
to be restricted for the sake of the happiness of the’ latter and for the sake of 
the world. In her the wife will always see a possible rival—one who even 
during her life-time may be stealing away the affections of her husband, and 
who, after her death, may succeed to them altogether. And as for the sister 
herself, every familiarity which is now deemed natural and innocent will, in the 
new state of things, have to be avoided, lest it give rise to scandal. In short, it 
is urged, if the law be altered you abolish sisters and make them strangers, and 
condemn them to’ the observance of those artificial rules which regulate tbe 
social relation of strangers. The case, however, is a feeble one that requires 
such arguments to support it. No woman whose intentions are pure need ever 


her brother-in-law’s wife. It need not make oue atom of difference 
in her intercourse with her sister’s family. She can be as unconventional in her 


~ manners under ler sister's roof as she can be in her own home; and whatever 


restraint she may subject herself to will be imposed by those general laws of 
propriety which have universal force, not by the thought that too great freedom 


woman will do in her married sister's house under the new system, will be 
precisely that which she has always done under the old. Aud while satisfying 
her own conscience, she will not find it difficult to satisfy the world. There is 
far too much importance attached to this aspect of the question. Nearly every 
‘married woman has her female friend who is almost her constant companion, 
who has the entrée of her house at all times, and in whose favour the ordinary 
laws of social intercourse are perpetually relased. We never heard that such a 
friend has ever thought her position anomalous, that she looked upoa herself as 
the possible wife of the master of the house, and that consttaint or dissension 
resulted in consequence. Nor does the wife herself feel any jealousy of her 
friend in such a case; and if so, she should feel none when the person concerned 
is her own sister. On the contrary, if a married woman were asked whom she 
would prefer her husband to marry after her death, the chauces are that 
she would name her own sister. Every good wife naturally feels a longing 
before she dies to commit her husband to affectionate hands, aud at once thinks 
of her sister as one who will have that solicitade for his happine:s which she 
herself bas felt. And if there are children, the motive becomes intensified. To 
whom but her sister shall the dying wife entrust her little ones, eceing that the 
hands of a stranger would perbaps prove unkind, nay, their touch be almost a pro- 
fanation ? Noconsideration more forcibly suggests the hardships which result from 
the present state of the law. Mothers have died with the request on their lips that 
their sisters should undertake the charge of their chiidren, but the fulailment of 
the wish, however sacredly regarded by those to whom it has been expressed, 
has been found impracticable. The marriage, which would have removed 
all difficulties in the way of carrying out that request, has been made 
impossible by the law. Every lover of fiction is familiar with Miss MuLock’s 
novel of “Hannab.” The troubles experienced by the leading characters 
in that story are a fair example of those which are created by the restrictions on 
marriage which have been imposed by English legislation. Indeed, the repeal 
of the existing prohibition, instead of placing an awkward restraint upo. social 
intercourse between near relatives, would remove it. At present, when the wife 
dies, the sister can never enter the husband's houseliold as the custodian of the 
children. Were the law altered, she might, at any rate, enter it as its natural head. 


Those who o' ject to the change, urge that they do se to preveut embarrassment 


find any difficulty in the circumstance that it is possible for her to become 


may be construed aa illicit wooing. It is not too much to say that what a - 
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and mental distress. Let them be assured that they are innocently causing it. 


It may be that a man’s affections do naturally incline towards his sister-in-law. 
Bat that is no reason for prohibiting their indulgence, when that indulgence is, 
morally speaking, possible. The danger lies in unnecessarily retaining irksome 
restrictions wLich drive people into wrong-doing, not in removirg thet. 


There can be vo doubt that the law, as it now stands, not only causes much 
suffering, but, being opposed to a very general and, as we belicve, a healthy 
sentiment, is frequently set at naught. Amongst our community, to whom in 
view of the opinion of Jewish authorities the prohibition is especially distasteful, 
Marriage with a Deceased Wife's Sister is of common occurrence. The persons 
concerned have only to go abroad to find the restriction removed which presses 
so heavily upon them at home. The result is that their children are illegitimate. 
Indeed, we believe that the question of legitimatizing retrospectively the issue of 
such marriages, is one of the great obstacles in the way of effecting the desired 
alteration in the law. It is an obstacle, however, which can and shouid be 
overcome. That marriages forbidden by the law of this country can be solemnly 
contracted by Englishmen by simply crossing the sea, and that, as a matter of 
fact, a large number of such marriages have already taken place, far from being 
an argument against the repeal of the existing prohibition, is one of the most 
weighty reasons that can be urged in its favour. 


THE DISASTER AT SZEGEDIN. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.] 
BUDA-PESTH, 20TH MARCH, 1879. 


With lightning speed the telegraph has brought us the tidings of the terrible 
blow which has befallen Hungary. €zegedin, the second capital of the country, 
the pearl of the lowland, the heart of the rich country of the Theiss, has ceased 
to exist. Whoever is acquainted with the oriental structure of the towns in 
the interior of Hungary, how they extend irregularly over broad tracts, and are 
situated on the banks of wild rivers, also knows the terrible importance of an 
inundation in this country. During recent years the Theiss had risen three times 
against Szegedin ; they were like warnings before the coming destruction. From 
the very commencement of the present inundation, the populace did not delude 
themselves as to the magnitude of the danger; for fully eight days the unfor- 
tunate inhabitants fough: with almost superhuman exertions against the wild 
element ; the dykes were raised and fortified, and even when the advanced 
works had fallen before the rushing waters, there still existed some hopes that 
the last wa!l of defence, the powerful Alfiid Dam, along which the trains used 
to rush, would be able to resist the fury of the flood. The attention of the 
defenders was exclusively directed to the fortification of this wall. All who 
were able to work were actively eugaged in this labour. Christian and Jew vicd 


with each other in this great task, and even the Rabbi was seen busily handling 
the pick aud spade. 


On ‘Tuesday the 11th, it was imagined that the danger was past, and the 
people looked ealmly towards the future. Suddenly a tempest, such as those 
which usually precede the advent of spring, aroae, and the fury of the element, 
which had almost fallen asleep, awoke with renewed rage. Fearless of death, 
the military and the crowd of labourers worked and struggled on the walls ; but 
as the wind extinguished their torches, the general in command ordered the 
retreat, and shortly after midnight the last wall fell. The dam was toro asunder, 
and through the wide breach the murderous element rushed through the low- 
lying streets of the defenceless town, which lies below the level of the Taeiss. 


It was correctly anticipated that in this fearful catastrophe the Jewish 
community would be the principal sufferer; for. the hoases of the Jews were 
mostly situated in the lowest parts of the town, such as the Rochus, the Palanka, 
and especially the Tempelgasse. It is as yet impossible to give an exact 
account of the casualties, But we already kuow that the community is 
destroyed, and that by far the greater number of Jewish houses are inuudated 
and in ruins. What prospects of hope are there for the Jews, if, according to 
the official announcements, ouly 204 are left of the 9,000 houses in the city, 
many of which may even still fall in? Most of the single-storied houses in the 
streets chiefly inhabited by Jews, were like 80 many heaps of clay, and they, 
with the majority of the inhabitants, have been swept off the face of the earth. 


Among the 71,000 inhabitants, were some 5 000 Jews, consisting of about 
700 families. Although only 100 families could be called opulent, the com- 
munity managed by extraordinary exertions to keep its institutions ia a 
prosperous condition. ‘he anniversary festival of the “Chevra Kadisha”’ 
( Burial Society), which was c:lebrated during three successive days in December 


last, resulted in the receipt of contributions exceeding 7,0U) florins, which the’ 


Chevra handed over to the congregation. The centenary of the Jewish com- 
munity in Szegedin would have taken place this year, but the solemn celebration 
of this important event has been craelly frustrated. Though Szesedin may be 
considered a young community in comparison with others ia Hungary, its inasti- 
tutious bore the stamp of a solidity, which commanded universal respect, The 
“Chevra Kadisha” and the Jewish Ladies’ Society were especially active in 
their labours. Leopold Liw worked here for 25 years, and after Dr. Bacher had 
occupied the Rabbinate for two yeara, the former's youngest son, Dr. Immanuel 
Liw, succeeded him, in order to preserve and cultivate those works which had 
been founded and carried on by his father. A well-organised Jewish Free 
Schvol for boys and girls, with a staff of seven male and two female teachers, 
took under its charge the instruction of the children. A Chief Reader and a 
Choirmaster (with a well-trained choir) were the principal oflicera of the House 
of God, a simple structure, though fully adequate to the requirements of the 
congregation. Three Shochetim aud a few other officials completed the personnel 


of the community, The annual budget for the expenses of the Public Worship 
Department amounted to 24,000 florins. 


Both internally and externally, the congregation presented a picture of 
unalloyed perce and harmony. Uualike other Jevish communities in Hungary, 
which are split up into three or four sections, the Jews of Szegedin formed but 
ove congregation, though even here the differences between progressisis aud 
crthodox were perceptible. The relations between Jows and Conristians were 
cordial in the extreme—this happy result being mainly due to the respect in 
which Jewish artisans were held, All branches ef indusiry were well represented 
amongst the Jews. Agriculture, too, was to a considerable extent carried on by 
our coreligionists. Ou the other hand, Jewish usurers and money-lenders, who 
in former times contributed so largely towards keeping alive the hatred towards 
our race, were conspicuous by their absence. But, notwithstanding the indus- 


Jews shown great kindness and charity. 


trious habits of the Jews in general, the community was burdened with a large 
number of poor, To this circumstance may be attributed the fact that though 
the congregation had existed nearly one hundred years, it had not become 
wealthy. 

I Lowe digressed somewhat from the subject of the terrible misfortnng 
which has befallen Szegedin, in order to give you some idea of the former con. 
dition of the Jewish inhabitants there. 1 will, however, now return to the prin- 
cipal theme of this letter. The dread visitor, after attacking the living, proceeded 
to the silent house of the dead. Aneeey several days before the bursting of the 
great dam, the Jewish cemetery had been inundated, and it is now standing 
under water. It is feared that the disaster will have had the effect of making 
the graves entirely unrecognisable; new graves, especially, being the worst off in 
this respect. The various communal buildings have a'so severely suffered from 
the fury of the devastating element. The echool, as well as the hospital, have 
become a prey to the waters and the dwellings of the congregational officia!s 
have been entirely carried away. The synagogue is still standing, but the 
catastrophe has left its traces on the sacred building. Like their fellow-citizens, 
the Jews have fled in al! directions.. Immense numbers of them have flocked to 
Alt Kanitza, Hatzfeld, Arad and ‘Temesvar, where they have been received with 
open arms by their brethren-in-faith. Tie Rabbi of: Szegedin, like a faithful 
shepherd, remains on the scene of the disaster, and has found a refuge in the 


~ “Real” School. Toe Emperor Francis Joseph, during his inspection of the 


ruined city, honoured the Rabbi with a visit, but, unfortunately, the latter was 
abseut from home on official basiness. The extensive library, to the collection 
of which his late father had devoted a great portion of his lbfe, is not free from 
danger, and can in no case escape uninjured. 

Though steamboats are still plying in the lonely streets of the destroyed city, 
though the water still remains at 26 feet above its ordinary level, and though all 
who have heen visited by the catastrophe have not yet found places of refuge, 
the thoughts of the people are already turned towards the future. Szegedin will 
rise again from its ruine, as we are assured by the Emperor-King and the Hun- 
garian Ministers. The country is exerting itself to the utmost to repair the 
mischief caused by the terrific blow. ‘The river will be more strongly and more 
securely embanked, and a new town on improved plans will be erected. 

It is the duty of every Jew to resuscitate a noble community in Israel. 
Tho President of the Szegedin Congregation is now in Buada-Pesth. On the 
18th a meeting was held of the Jews in this city, to which the functionary 
just referred to was invited. Tiough our community last year made heavy 
pecuniary sacrifices, the meeting at. once unanimously resolved to contribute 
3,000 florins towards the relief of the sufferers. The first thing to be done 
is to find means for enabling the Szegedin Congregation to fulfil its obligations 
towards its oflicials, or, at Jeast, to assist them ia their time of need with small 
grants. The next step will be to revive the formerly flourishing communal 
institutio.s, to erect new school building#, and reconstruct other communal 
buildings, to undo the mischief and retrieve the losses (the extent of which 
cannot yet be computed) occasioned by the inundation, Jewish well-wishers 
should therefore display their sympathy by contributing largely towards securing 
for the afilicted Jewish community of Szegedin a renewed lease of life and 
prosperity.

Sin Henry LAyArnp.—aA special meeting of the Council of the Anglo-Jewish 
Association was he'd on Wednesday last at the offices of Messrs. G. and A. Worms ; 
Baron Henry de Worms, President, in the chair. There were also present : the Rev. 
A. Lowy ; Messrs, M, Aflalo, Caarles Samuel, and Leopold Schloss, The Chairman, 
referring to the presence in England of Sir Henry Layard, the British Ambassadot in 
Constantinople, ecaid that during the late war His Excellency had rendered signal 
services to the suifering Jews in Turkey, especially to the surviving victims of the 
massacres at Kezanlik, whose case he had brought under the notice of the Foreign 
Secretary, with the request that it shou'd be made known to the Jewish community in 
England. He (the Chairman) suggested that the present would be a fitting oppor- 
tunity for thanking Sir Henry Layard for his philanthropic action, and he therefore 
moved that a letter be addressed to the Ambassador, in which the thanks of the 
Association should be embodied. He would prefer that mode of approaching his 
Excellency rather than doing so by means of a deputation. Mr. Leopold Schloss and 
the Rev. A. Lowy suggested that Lady Layard should also be thanked in the proposed 
letter, she having during the time that Constantinople was inundated with starving 
Her sympathy was conspicuously displayed 
on the-occasion of the passage of the Kezanlik refugees (among whom were a few 
Christians) through Constantinople on their way home. After some observations 
from Messrs. Aflalo and Samuel against the suggestion of sending a deputation to 
Sir Henry Layard, the President's proposal was adopted. 


“GERMAN INTOLERANCE.”—Under this heading, the following letter appeared in 
the Globe of Friday last: Sir—In a local paper I have just read an account of a ball 
given by the German Artists’ Club, which concludes with the following sentence: 
“The presence of several Jews was noticed with astonishment after the insult 
recently levelled at their coreligionists in the same place and in the presence of the 
German Ambassador, an insult for which no apology was tendered and no satisfaction 
given.” The above has, not unnaturally, occasioned some remark in the foreign 
colony here, and I have been asked by English friends to enlighten them upon it. 
Having done so, I am strongly urged by them to solicit the publicity which a leading 
London paper alone can give to a proceeding s0-intolerant as to be scarcely credible 
at this time of day. On the 30th of November last. at the annual diuner of the 
German Artists’ Club, in presence of the German Ambassador, the following incident 
occurred. While one of the members (a Jew) was criticising a speech, a temporary 
member of the club, who fills the post of Professor of History in the Berlin Art 
Academy, sprang up with the exclamation, “Was will der Jude hier?” (What docs 
the Jew want here’) A friend of the said Jew protested with some warmth, but was 
silenced by certain members of the Committee. On the following day the Jew, with 
his friend who had protested, resigned. in consequence of an intimation from the 
President of the club that otherwise they would be expelled. Meanwhile, no one 
thought of asking the real offender (the Professor aforesaid) to resign, and he 


_ remained a member of the club, losing no opportunity of vilifying the Jews. One 


other member of the club, whom they supposed to be a Jew, was also asked by the 
President to resign, but on his refusing to do so, and after it was found out he was 2 
Christian, the matter dropped. Now. Sir, I would not trouble you with this affair 
were it not that the German Artists’ Club is under the special protection. of his 
Majesty the Emperor William, who supports it with an annual subvention, without 
which it could not go on, and had it not occurred in the presence of the German 
Ambassailer, who took not the slightest notice of the insult. The German Govern- 
ment declines to recognise the independence of Roumania until she removes the 
Jewish disabilities, but that same Government allows men like this Berlin Professor 
publicly to insult and openly to defame the entire Jewish community.—Apologising

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‘THE JEWISH QUESTION IN ROUMANIA. 


We continue our quotations from the Blae-book on the affairs of Tarkey 
just issued. 


The Roumanian Government made many characteristic attempta. to obtain 
recognition in advance, and to delay Jewish emancipation till the Greek Kalends. 
Lord Lyons writes the Listory of M. Catargi’s fortunately abortive negotiations. In 


a letter dated October 24, addressed to the Foreign Secretary, our Ambassador 
in Paris writes : 


M. Callimaki Catargi, the Roumanian Agent here, called upon me a few days ago, and earnestly 
begged me to impress upon Her Majesty's Government the very great importance which the Rou- 
manian Government attached to reeciving immediately the formal reeognition by the Powers of 
Kurope, and especially by Great Britain, of the independence of the Principality. 

Roumania had, M. Callimaki Catargi said, evacuated the Bessarabian territory which she was 
called upon to cede, and lad done allin her power te fulfill the requirements of Europe as laid 
down by tho Treaty of Berlin. 

The Jewish question did, indeed, remain. but it was only in consequence of the formalities pres- 
cribed by the Roumanian Constitution that it was still unsettled. The Government was fully deter- 
mined to execute the provisions of the Treaty of Berlin respecting religious equality with the same 
exactness which it had shown in making the territorial sacrifice imposed by that Treaty. It only 
required the time absolutely necessary to go through the constitutions! formalities, It would, 
hewever, have difficulties to contend with, and it begged the Governments, parties to the Treaty, to 
strengthen its hands, instead of weakening them. There was no greater mistake than to suppose 
that the removal of the Jewish disabilities would be rendered more certain by withholding the re- 
cognition of independence until it was accomplished. On the contrary, the delay in aceording this 
recognition would simply serve to weaken and discredit the Ministry, which would, on the contrary, 
need an increase of 44 powers > and influence to enable it to carry a measure opposed to strong and 
widely-spread national prejudices. 

M. Callimaki proceeded to say that the ability and good-will of Mr. White, the Representative 
of Great Britain at Bucharest. were highiy appreciated by the Government and people of Roumania, 
but that it was impossible that he could, in the present state of things, exercise the influence which 
would belong to him, if he were more formally accredited, and if he held a higher and more defi- 
nite political rank. 

M. Callimaki Catargi added that the large proportion of Mussulmans in the Dobrudscha 
required a solution of the religious question applying to them as well as to the Jews, and that his 
Government would certainly effect a satisfactory solntion, if only the Powers of Europe would 
assist it by recognizing at once the independence accorded by the Treaty of Berlin. 

I told M. Callimaki Catargi, in compliance with a request from him, that 1 would report to your 


Lordship what he had said. | 

After the interview thus reported to the Marquis of Salisbury, Lord Lyons 
saw M. Waddington, and wrote the sume day to the Secretary of State: ‘I 
repeated yesterday to M. Waddington the substance of the conversation with M. 
Callimaki Catargi, which is reported in my immediately preceding despatch of 
to-day. M. Waddington said M Callimaki Catargi had stated to him the same 
arguments in favour of the immediate recognition of Roumania, but had not 
convinced him that any action in the matter would be advisable at this moment 
He added that, on the contrary, be was of opinion that it would be advisable to 
wait at least until the legislative bo’y ad hoc, to which the question must, it 
seemed, be referred, had at all ovents taken some first step towards establishing 
religious equality. Finally, M. Waddington said that he had not at all changed 
the views which had been expressed to you, under instructions from him, by the 
French Chargé d’Affaires. The communication referred to by M. Waddington 
was that recorded in your Lordship’s despatch to me of the Tih instant, and 
recited in the nole verbale presented by me to his Exceilency on the 11th instaut.”’ 
Thisis one of the least satisfactory letters of thecorrespondence., They were to wait 
* at least until the legislative body ad hoc,” that.is the Constituante which meets 
in or shortly before July, bas “ at all events taken the same first step towards 
establishing religious equality.” This obvionaly was not enough, but Lord 
Salisbury’s letter to Baroa de Wormea, and Sir Stafford Northcote’s reply to Mr. 
Serjt. Simon, show that the Government have since defined their position more 
clearly, and require the actual fulfilment of the Treaty of Berlin. A third letter 
from Lord Lyons, of October 24, encloses “acopy of a second letter from M. 
Callimaki Catargi, in which he recounts the steps taken by the Roumanian 
Government to execute the Treaty of Berlin, and requests that, in consideration 
of these steps, Her Majesty’s Government will no longer delay to establish 
their diplomatic relations with Roumania on a footing in conformity with the 


new international position of the country.” 
The following is M. Callimaki Catargi’s letter :— 
(Translacion.) 
Paris, October 23, 1878, 

M. 1’ Ambassadeur,—I have the honour to communicate to you herewith translation of the re-o- 
lutions voted by the Roumanian Legislative body, met in Extravordivary Session, to determine the 
conduct of the Government with regard to the J reaty of Beriin. 

You will see, M l’ Ambassadeur, by a perusal of these documents, that our. Parliament has 
decided — 

1, That the Roumanian civil and military authorities shall quit Bessarabia. 

2. ‘ihat the delta of the Danube and the Dobrudscha 8: all be taken possession of, 

3. That a Constituent Assembly of Revision should be assembled, after the expiration of the 
prescribed period, in order to bring the intérnal organie laws into conformity with the principles of 
equality proclaimed by the Congress, 

With regard to the first point the Roumanian Minister for Foreign Affairs informs me that the 
transfer decuied on by Kurope is now an accomplished fact. Bessarabia has already passed from 
KRoumanian to Russian sovereignty. 

As respects the delta of the Danube and the Dobrudscha, the Government ask to enter forthwith 
into possession of the territ) rv which has been assigned to them by Article XLVI of the Treaty of 
Berlin, and they have made all their arrangements with that view. It is not therefore any longer 
upon Roumania that will now depend the prompt accomplishment of the decision of Europe in this 
respect. 

Lastly, with regard to the principles of equality enunciated in the Treaty of Berl'n, the Govern- 
ment and the nation, by the voice of the Legistative body, have engaged to revise in a constitutional 
juanner the internal system of the Principality, and to introduce therein the de-ired modifications. 

In view of the solemn and definitive confirmation which the national representative body, in tts 
enlightened sprit of patriotism, has given to the declarations already made to the Powers, the 
Government of the Principality hope that due credit will be given to Roumania for. the ready 
deference she has evinced fur all the decisions of the C ngress 

iam Consequently c arged M. Ambassadeur, to invoke your kind intervention to induce the 
Government of Her Majesty the Queen, in consideration of the substantial pledges which we have 
already given, no longer to delay placing the diplomatic relations between Great Britain and our 
country on a footing suitable to the new international position of Koumania. 


The following letter particularizes the step towards religious equality, which 
M. Waddington contemplated. 1t weuld be a rude disappointment to fiad that it 
would satisfy our Govérnment ; but it certainly will not now, since it would not 


be a fulfilment of the Treaty of Berlin. On Qct. 26 Lord Lyons wrote to Lord 
Salisbury :— 


With reference to my despatches of the 24th instant, Ihave the honour to inform your Lordship 
that M. Waddington told me yesterday that M. Callimaki Catargi had again pressed him to 
recognize solemnly the independence of Roumania, and in particular to accredit an Envoy 
Extraordinary to Prince Charles. 

M. Waddington added that he had again declined to take any further steps in this direction 
until some distinct progress had been made towards giving practical effect to the stipulation of the 
Treaty of Berlin in favour of religious equality. | 

_ M. Callimaki Catargi had, on his part, repeated the argument that the recognition of indepen- 
dence was advisable’in order to give the Ministry strength to carry the question in the Constituent 
Assembly ; but M. Waddingion had (be told me) answered that he thought, on the contrary, that 
the Ministry would derive much more strength from being able to show that the recognition of the 
independence of the country depended upon the actual establishment of religious equality. 

M. Waddington went on to observe that it appeared that some time must elapse before the 
Ccnstituent Assembly could be convoked, and that then the Bill would have to be read three times, 
With an intervul of a fortnight between each reading. He had, he said, stated distinctly to M,. 
Callimaki Catargi that he could not hold out any hope that the independence of Roumania would 
be formally recognised by France until the Bill had at least passed the first reading. 


A letter from Lord Salisbury to Lord Lyons, dated Oct. 29, shows how 
necessary it was for the President of the Anglo-Jewish Aseociation to make the 
1epresentations to the Government, which he recently made, and to elicit the 
reply that “the policy of Her Majesty’s Government in regard to religious 

berty in Roumania is exactly what it was at Berlin. We shall do all that lics | 


in our power to ensure the full execution of the Treaty.” The Minister who 
made that satisfactory declaration in March wrote on Oct, 29 as follows to Lord 

yons: “I have to request your Excellency to inform the Minister for Foreign 
Affairs that Her Majesty’s Government are dieposed to think that, in view of the 
general interest of Europe, it is not expedient to defer the re: vgnition of Rou- 
manian independence for along period. I gather from the Roumavian Agent 
that the Legislature of Roumania has formally pledged itself to accept the con- 
ditions imposed by the Treaty of Berlin ; and I suppose that it might be possi- 
ble for Her Majesty’s Goverament to obtain a diplomatic assurance in the same 
sense. It appear, however, that the more formal consent of the Legislature to 
accept these conditions cannot, owing to certain peculiarities in the Roumanian 
Constitution, be given until the end of next year. In making this communica- 
tion to M. Waddington, you will invite his Excellency to inform you of his 


views on the subject.’ This letter indicates a danger of premature concession 
which has, fortunately, been averted. 


A letter from Mr. White to the Marquis of Salisbury, dated Oct, 22 gives 
no of weakness — 


I have the honour to report to your Lordship that the Minister of Foreign Affairs of Roumania 
has addressed a Circular to his Agents representing this country at foreign Ceurta, recapitulating 
the resolutions adepted by both Chambers in their late Extraordinary Legislative Session, and 
renewing, in stronger terms than he had done hitherto, the assurance that the question of religious 
disabilities would be dealt with constitutionally 

“Kufin, légard des principes d'égalite inserits dans l'acte de Berlin, le Gouvernement et la 
nation, par organe des Corps Législatifs, se sont engages & réviver const itutionnellement le régime 
intérieur et A y introcuire les modificatiens voulues en les appropriant 4 la situation locale.”

The following is from Sir H Elliot to the Marquis of Salisbury, and is dated 
Vienna, October 27 :— 


A Jewish gentleman of very influential position in the financial world of Vienna, has expressed 
to me the strong hope that Her Majesty's Government would not accredit a Minister te the Prince 
of teumania, till the condition upen which it was stated that the independence of the Principality 
would be recognized had been fulfilled by the removal of the Jewish disabilities. 

I said that,to the best of my be ief, Her Majesty's Government intended to wait till the condition 
in question had been complied with, before they accredited a Minister to Bucharest: and I asked at 
the saine time whether it was correct, as I had been told by M. Balatchano, that it was contended 
that all foreiga Jews located in the lrincipa-ity, who formed an inimense majonty of the whole 
number, should at once be admitted to civil and political rights as Roumanian citizens. He entirely 
disciaimed any such pretension, saying that, of course, only those bora in the Principality could 
Claim the citizenship asa right, and that the others should he put in the same position as other 
fu reigners, Who might acquire a right to be naturalized after a domictiec of the duration required 
by law. 


The fellowing from Lord Lyons to Lord Salisbury, dated October 30, shows 
that the cause of religious liberty in the East found friends abroad even firmer 
than the English Cabinet:

M. Waddington answered that, although he had not committed himself to any irrevoeable 
assertion on the subject, he ha l hithert,in the language he had bel! to the Roumanian Govern- 
ment, adhered, without any variation, to the declaration that Lhe independence of Ro wmania should 
not be foraaly recognized until the Consliiiuent Assembly had at least passed the first reading of 
a bill establi-hing religious equality. He adicd that, accor‘ing to the information he had received, 

such a bill might be read a first time in the month of January next 

M. Waddington proceeded to observe that be was net uware of any stvecial circumstance at the 
present tinoment which he ecoul i ase cn as a reason for changing this decision, but that be would hot 
decline Lo reconsider the mat‘er if Lordship particularly wish him to dodo, 

Hie added, however, that he had reason to suppose that the Government of Germany was strongly 
disposed to require that the actual and complete establishment of )cligious equality should precede 
the recognition of the independence of Roumania; and he eseanld that he th writ if extromely 
important that France, Englané, and Germany should pursue the same course with regard to this 
question. 

On November 27, Mr. White transmitted a copy of Prince Charles's speech 
at the opening of the ordinary legislative assembly, in which the Domnu of 
Roumania said, “The independence of Roumania is recognized by all Europe”; 
but added; “The neighbouring Powers (limitroples) have established their 
diplomatic representatives at the Court of Roumania on conditions conformable 
to the new situation of independence of the country, . . | bave the firm convic- 

tion that the other States will soon follow the example of the neighbouring 
States. The prompt establishwent ia an official manner of diplomatic relations 
between these States and Roumania depends in parton you. In the Extra- 
ordinary Session you did, with as much patriotism as wisdom, accept the Treaty 
of Berlin in all its dispositions concerning Roumania. What belonged to you, 
you decided, you accomplished, I[t still retnatns for you to put, conformably 
with our Coustitution, Lhe country ina posilion to give itself the Chamoers of 
Revision, to which alone the right belongs to modify ‘the Constitution. Thanks 
to your accomplishment of this Jast duty with the good faith which has presided 
over vour labours, | have the firm conviction that the difficulties attending the 
establishment of diplomatic relations between the Great Pow rs and the Rou- 
manian State will disappear. ‘Thus, you will soon, by constitutional methods, 
put the country in a position to respond to the expectation of Europe, and to 
satisfy the moral interest whieh the Roumanians themselves have in effacing 
from our Constitution a principle which is no. longer in accord with the 


religion.” 

Tie Blue-Book contains details of frightful cruelties practised by Bulgarians 
upon Turks, but these it would be beyond cur purpose to quote.

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THE NEW WEST END SYNAGOGUE. 


It is, perhaps, unnecessary to remind our readers that six years ago “the Battle 
of Bayswater,” as it was then termed, raged furiously. The seatholders of the 
Bayswater Synagogue were split into two distinct camps, the one, anxious to supply 
the needs of the new applicants for admission by means of the enlargement of the 
existent building, the other, desirous of adding to the synagogal accommodation by 
a new and commodious structure. Meetings were held, at which speeches of a more 
or less unanimous character were made ; the columns of this journal were inundated 
with correspondence bearing on both sides of the question, and a humorous pamphlet, 
pleasantly imitative of » then popular military skit, called the “Battle of Ta/stng,” 
was issued and circulated amongst the members. In the result, as is well known, the 
opposition to the enlargement scheme proved so strong that it had to be abandoned, 
and, after an unsuccessful attempt had been unofficially made to induce the 
authorities of the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue in Bryanstone Street to take 
over the building in Chichester Place, leaders of the opposition formed themselves 
into a Committee for the purpose of providing a synagogue at a convenient distance 
from the building which the constantly increasing congregation had practically out- 

wn. So successful were their efforts, that a sum of about £12,000 was collected 
donations, which with £4,000 raised by means of four per cent. debentures, and a 


further £4,000 granted by the Council of the United Synagogue, were applied to the 
purchase of a site in St. 


etersburg Place, and to the erection of the edifice known as 
the New West End Synagogue, which is intended to relieve the pressure upon the 
Bayswater Synagogue, while affording synagogal accomodation to the worshippers 
resident in Notting Hill, Holland Park, and the adjacent districts. The foundation 
stone was laid, with the due order and ceremony, by Mr. Leopold de Rothschild, on 
the 7th June, 1877, and the coming Sunday, the 3Uth inst., is fixed for the consecration 
of a building which has just claims to be considered one of the most thoroughly 
artistic and beautiful places of worship in the metropolis. Messrs. W. and G. Audsley, 
of Liverpool, and Messrs. N. 5. Joseph and Pearson, of London, are the Architects, 
and the synagogue is modelled on one built by the first-named gentlemen, in Liverpool. 

The style of architecture adopted is eclectic, although based chiefly on the 
Saracenic. The sharply cut and channelled foliage ornaments. and both the round 
and pointed horse-shoe arches, point to this origin; while the fusion of the Gothic 
element is mainly apparent in the proportions and disposition of the main portions of 
the buildings, and in such features as the rose windows and circular, foiled, cleres- 
tory lights. The entire treatment has been arranged with the view of avoiding 
symbolism of any description, and the severe conventionalism observed in all the 
ornamentation prevents any infringement of the rules of the Hebrew faith. The 
building has been kept very plain internally, for the purpose of leaving flat surfaces 
for the reception of decorative painting; bold and well-placed mouldings being used 
to accentuate the leading divisions and architectural features, and to ultimately aid 
in tying together the system of decoration. All portions at present in iron and 
plaster are to be decorated ; so that, when the whole is complete, there will appear 
nothing but genuine natural materials, such as marbles of various colours, alabaster, 
polished woodwork. and painting and gilding. The Ark and Almemar are the only 
portions of the interior completed at the present time; and these give us some idea of 
the rich yet subdued and refined effect we may expect when the whole building is 
decorated. The decoration of the Liverpool Synagogue by the same Architects is 
sufficient to assure us that we have no failure to expect here. 

Externally, the building is constrncted of red brick, with the leading ornamental 
portions in red stone. The design is plain and dignified, the chief enrichment being 
concentrated on the western facade. This facade, unfortunately, can never be properly 
seen while the street remains its present width. Its parts are uniform and simple; the 
central gable, rising to the height of about 77 feet, is flanked by two square turrets 
94 feet in height, finished with open tabernacles and domes.. East and west of these 
extend two wings, which contain the retiring-rooms and western staircases to the 
ladies’ galleries. In the central gable is placed a magnificent doorway, deeply 
recessed and elaborately ornamented. It is divided into two by a polished granite 
pillar from which the arches of the tympanum spring, their other sides resting 
on the capitals of flat granite pilasters. The doors themselves are of teak, hung with 
bold wrought iron hinges. Above the doorway is a projecting cornice, and a finely 
proportioned round and cusped arch supported on ornamental columns. Deeply 
recessed within this arch is a rose window of tasteful design and elaborate detail. 
The spandrils of the arch are diapered with moulded brickwork. A pierced parapet 
extends between the turrets. over the arch ; and behind it rises the gable, coped with 
moulded stone and terminating in a finial carved with crisp foliage. 

The western doors give entrance to a spacious vestibule, from which three doors 
give access to the ground floor of the synagogue. At each end of the vestibule is a 
gentleman's retiring-room, and a spacious staircase ascending to the galleries. The 
most noteworthy features in this vestibule are the two groups of detached columns 
which support the main walls of the building above. 

Internally, the synagogue is of admirable: proportions, especially as regards its 
vertical development, and most satisfactory acoustic properties have been obtained— 
a point of paramount importance in a place of worship, ‘The main pillars supporting 


‘the galleries and the main arcades are of iron, at present unseemly in their rough 


state. These will ultimately be surfaced with composition, until as uniform and smooth 
as polished marble, and decorated with arabesques in gold. The seating, which 
affords accomodation for about 800 persons, throughout, and the doors and gallery 
fronts are of polished pitch pine ; the doors and panels of ‘the gallery fronts display 
wood of remarkable richness and rarity. Probably. no such wood is to be seen in 
any public building in London. It was specially selected in Liverpool by the 
Architects for this work. 

The Ark and Almemar are most elaborate and striking features, formed almost 
entirely of polished marbles and alabaster; all the parts gilded and coloured being 
executed in Caen stone. The Ark is placed on a slightly raised platform of variegated 
polished marbles, and rises to the height of 28 feet from this dais. In design it 
consists of a main central feature. surmounted by a group of four small square 
tabernacles and shingled domes, and one large central dome supported on an arcade 
and sixteen marble columns. In front of this central part is an archway richly 


wrought in alabaster; and a short distance behind are the doors giving access to the 


interior. These doors are works of art in themselves, entirely doing away with the 
necessity for external curtains; they are about twelve feet high by eight feet wide ; 
formed of teak, ebonised oak, and light carved oak. The panels are carved with 


- sprays of flowers, which, combined with the relief obtained by the three colours of

impart a very beautiful effect to the Ark. Crimson silk curtains, with deep gold silk 
fringe, are hung inside these doors; and gracefully festooned on each side form fit 
accompaniments to the gorgeously mantled Scrolls of the Law deposited within, 
Every detail throughout the exterior and interior of the Ark has been thorough! 

thought out with the view of producing at once a rich and refined effect. On eac 

side of the centre feature extends a curved portion which sweeps from a front turret 
back to another placed against the screen-wall. These back turrets also carry square 
tabernacles and domes. pone these curved wings, and on the marble platform, 
stand two fine seven-branch candelabra, elaborately wrought in polished brass, and — 
mounted with crystals: they are so constructed as to be used for gas or candles, In 
front of the Ark is suspended a rich electro-gilt a for the “ tual light.” 
The pulpit is placed in the centre of the building, slightly in advance of the platform 
steps, and raised one step above the platform level. It consists of a pedestal of 
polished marble with carved cornice, supporting an open scrollwork railing of 
polished brass, fitted with a brass desk in front. This is a novel expedient in an 
English synagogue, and was designed with the double view of placing the preacher 
in a good position to be heard by all, and of offerings no obstruction to the view of 
the Ark immediately behind. | 

The Almemar next claims attention, and is in no way inferior to the Ark in its 
design, the value of its materials, or its richness of decoration. Its floor is raised three 
feet six inches, above that of the synagogue, upon a sub-structure of green, red, 
yellow, and black polished marbles, relieved by elaborate carving entirely gilt. It is 
approached by two flights of steps at its west end, and has a large reading-desk upon 
an advanced feature in the centre of its east end. The railing which surrounds the 
whole and ascends the steps, consists of forty-nine colums of polished marble with 
gilded bases and capitals, resting on alabaster plinths, and supporting a rich cornice of 
carved and gilded stone and polished green and black marble. The main piers at the 
entrance steps are of serpentine. The Almemar is lighted by two standards, of twelve 
lights each, and two lights at the reading-desk. The front part of the railing is 
hung, behind, with sage-green corded silk hangings with gold silk fringe attached, 
and the desk is covered with a rich embroidered cloth. Two settees,in black and 
gold and covered with crimson leather, finish the furniture of this magnificent 
Almemar. All the marble and woodwork of the Ark, pulpit, and Almemar were 
executed from the Architect's design, by Messrs. Norbury, Upton and Paterson, of 
Liverpool. The Ark and Almemar are unquestionably the finest in England ; and 
we do not know of their equals abroad. 

The whole of the art metal-work in the interior, the candelabra, the pulpit 
railing, Almemar standards. and all the gas-fittings were made, from the Architect's 
special designs, by Messrs. Hart, Son, Peard and Co., of London. The stained glass is 
by Messrs. R. B. Edmundson and Son, of Manchester. The gilding and painting of 
the Ark and Almemar were executed, under the personal superintendence of the 
Architects, by Messrs. J. Wannoss and Son, of Liverpool, who also did the work in 
the Liverpool synagogue, from the designs of Messrs. W. and G. Audsley. 

It is unnecessary to say more in a hasty review like this, save to add that the 
choir gallery is provided behind the upper portion of the Ark ; that its vestry, the 
minister's robing-room, two staircases to the ladies’ galleries, and other apartments, 
are situated at the east end of the building. 

It is a singular coincidence that the date of the opening of the New West End 
Synagogue, the fifth day of the month of Nisan, is identical with the dates of the 
inauguration of the-Central and Bayswater Synagogues. 

The service on Sunday will be in all respects similar to that of the Consecration 
of the Central Synagogue, and will be conducted by the Rev. M. Haines. The choir 


will be under the direction of Mr. J. L. Mombach. Several valuable gifts have been 
made to the synagogue. 


JEWISH TAILORS’ FRIENDLY Soctery.—The question of stimulating the growth 
of provident habits among the Jewish working classes is engaging much attention 
just now, and the subject is under the consideration of a special Committee of the 
Board of Guardians. From the many balance-sheets of Jewish friendly. societies 
that reach us, it does not appear that our brethren are at all wanting in provident 
habits, but rather that their organisation for such purposes is capable of improvement 
and extension. The many “minor” synagogues that exist in the East End. have 
nearly all some form of “shiva” fund. There are at least a score of Jewish friendly 
societies, and four branches, or “courts” .as they are called, of the Ancient Order of 
Foresters, are exclusively composed of Jewish members. It is only among the very 
poorest that the cultivation of provident habits has not been encouraged, for the 
simple reason that theirevery want has been provided for and even anticipated by - 
our charitable institutions. We have now before us a very satisfactory financial 
statement for 1878 of “the City of London Jewish Tailors’ Friendly Society.” This 
Society, which has 91 members, pays to a sick member fifteen shillings a week while 
unable to follow his occupation, and a member during the week of confined mourn- 
ing is entitled to a sum of two guineas and “minyan.” The total value of the funds 
of the society is nearly £600. The average sickness per member in 1878 was 3} days, 
and the sick pay per member averaged 12s. 11d. The President. of the society is 
Mr. Louis London, and the Secrétary, Mr. Isaac Kaliski,
